To Regulate the Election of the JJAYOB 
ami Aldeembn of the City of Victoria 
lor the your 181)0. 

WHEREAS it is provided by law that 
tho nomination for Mayor and Al- 
dermen alinll be hold on tho second Monday 
In January of each year, from 12 in. to I! 
p. in., and the polling;, if any. on the Thurs- 
day following from 8 a. til. to 4 p. m. ; and 
it Irifurllier provided that tlio Council shall. 
In the month or December in eueh ye.ir. 
appoint a Returning Officer, and shall also 
name the polling places und otherwise ar- 
range for the holdlngof the coming election; 
uiul it is further provided that the polling, 
H any, at such election shall bo bad and 
taken at such place or plucos us the Coun- 
cil shall by By-Law appoint; therefore, 

UK IT ENACTED by tho Council of I b« 
Corporation of the City Ot Victoria as 
follows :— 

1, The nomination of Candidates for the 
respective offices of Mayor mid Aldermen 
of the City of Victoria, shall take place at 
the City Hall in the said City, on .Monday 
the thirteenth day of January. 1890. 

2. In case a poll shall ho demanded at the 
election of Mayor, the vote of the electors 
thereon shall bo taken by ballot at tha City 
Hall aforesaid, on Thursday theslicteonth 
day of January aforesaid, 

3, In ease a poll shall he dein mded at the 
election of Aldormon for any wanl thovoto 
of tho elec'ors thereon shall be taken by 
ballot on the day aforesaid at tho respective 
places following, that la to suy-in Johnson 
street Wara" at tho City Hull aforesaid; In 
Yates street Ward uL Buriios' BuUdtng, 
Bastion square, und iu James Hay Ward ut 
the Hookond Ladder House. 

4. Sections B, 7, 8 and 9 or the By-Law 
cited as the Municipal KloctioiiH Regulat ion 
und Ballot Act, 1875. and so much of the 
BChedulcs theruto us are applicable shall be 
read with and form pari of this By-Law.

IS IT INFLUENZA ? 

Something Very Llhe the Russian Eptdemic 
Main's its Ap|icarance Here- 
One Doctor's Opinion. 

Within the last few days a surprising 
number of cases of severe cold, accom- 
panied with neuralgia, sore throat and in 
many instances symptoms similar to those 
of ague, have Hindi: their appearance in the 
city. Many Victorians are confined to 
I hoir rooms by I he peculiar malady, and a 
griui'iil opinion prevailed yesterday that 
the epidemic inlluenza, which starting in 
Hussm. has traversed Europe and the 
United States, huil made Its appearance 
here. In fact soino were so continent that 
it was the influenza that was here In per- 
son i bat they hazarded the assertion that 
it had. boon brought here by a gentleman 
just leturnod from Europe, and who is one 
of 1 be siillercrs. 

Among the afflicted are several of the 
firemen, a half a dozen business men, an 
BX-M. P., and one of the medical pro- 
fession. 

The latter. Dr. 1 ianington. was called on 
yesterday afternoon by a Colonist re- 
porter, who found him convalescent, but 
not yet able to resume his practice. Ho 
acknowledged that i here was some founda- 
tion for the report that inlluenza was prev- 
alent in the city, hut would not care to say, 
he added, thai it was of tho same type as 

the disease which, starting in Russia, had 

now swept over two continents. Tho epi- 
demic would not, he felt sure, be heralded 
by single special cases. A half-a-dozon 
would probably 00 down together, and 
then everyone would discover thai they had 
inrlonzc, li was no new disease, but in 
many cases was only a new name fur 
catarrh. Inlluenza epidemics were not 
new oil her. riovciul having been chronicled 
before iu t be.jounnls of the medical pro- 
fession. Tho' last one started in China iu 
1810, and, travelling south- westerly, made 
a circuit of I he globe. 

When isked ii he thought the Victoria 
influenza was contagious as well as in fee- 
lions, Dr. lluninglon replied ihot he did. 
He was glad, however, that all tho Ilrst 
patients down here were now recovering, 
anil be did not apprehend any serious dan- 
"' of the city.

attempting to occupy by a display oj 
force. It is not by any means likely 
that anything more 1 1 Kin a deinunstra - 
tiou will bo required, Portugal is a 
weak nation, and it ia just now very 
poor. It ia not in a condition to con- 
tend with Great Britain for territory in 
the heart of Africa, which it has never 
occupied and from which it has derived 
110 advantage. The native tribes 

from time immemorial have hud 
possession of the country which 
Portugal claims on the strength 
apparently of having occupied settle- 
ments on the east and west coast of the 
continent for many years. Lf Great 
Britain had planted a small colony in 
Nova Scotia and another in British Col- 
umbia and had uot colonized any of the 
intervening territory, what would the 
United States think of its claim to u 
tract ot territory across the whole con- 
tinent of indefinite hreadth uniting 
those two settled points ? Vi'o think' it 
would ask for some evidence of occupa- 
tion, some act of ownership, before 
it would give up any land it 
acquired by treaty or conquest in the 
belt. The claim of Portugal to Y,\u\\- 
beaia is, from all that we can learn, 
neither better nor worse than this. 
Some three hundred years ago Portugal 
took possession of Angola and Ucnguelu 
on the west coast of Africa, and also of 
the country near Uclagoa Bay on the 
east coast. These BettleiuentS are about 
fifteen hundred miles apart. The 
British have entered into a treaty with 
one of the native kings whose territory 
ia in the belt between theae settlements 
and have assumed a protectorate over 
the country, but the Portuguese say 
•'you must not do this, the land is ours," 
and they have at this late date sunt 
a force to tako formal possession of it. 
Tho British, of course, refuse to recog- 
nize the claim. We see by tho telegram 
that Russian and German' newspapers 
denounce the British as greedy and up- 
hold as far as they can the Portuguese 
claim. But theae newspaper tirades will 
have very little to do with the settle* 
men t of thequestion. RussiaandGeruiany 
aro envious of Great Britain's success as 
a colonizer. They see that wherever she 
gets a foothold she extends her do- 
minion, and that tho native inhabi- 
tants become reconciled to her rule 
because she is, on the whole, just 
and humane. In Africa Great Britain 
has refrained from extending her do- 
mains. Both her own subjects and the 
native inhabitants desire her to annex 
new territory but she has refused. But 
Germany has tried in vain to establish 
a colony in the east coast of Africa. All 
alio has succeeded in doing is to incur 
thc hostility of the natives. As for 
Russia, she does not possess any colon- 
ics and would not know what todo 
with them if she did. Both these 101111- 
tricB have quite enough to do to watch 
each other without meddling with the 
affairs of Grout Britain.

The News-Advertiser, in its clumsy, 
roundabout way, accuses Col, Prior of 
having attempted to "mislead*' the 
Customs Department in tl)c matter of 
the bonded goods regulation.

Prior did nothing of the kind. He sim-

regulation issued under a "misconception 
as to what Victoria wanted, were try- 
ing for purposes of their own t<> induce 

tho Minister of Customs to do this city 
and other cities of the province a griev- 
ous injustice. Mr. Prior's represent- 
ations were so clear and BO forcible 
that they Carried conviction with them, 
There is not a business man in Vic- 
toria who will say that his (Statements 
were in the slightest degree inaccurate. 
What he said has been confirmed by the 
New .Westminster, Board of Trade and 
by the business men of Nanahno. The 
truth is that the Vancouver Board ol 
Trade is the only body, alleged to ho 
representative, which desired the regu- 
lation to be enforced, and it is very 

strongly suspected that its utterances on 
tho subject were merely the expression of 
tho desire of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, 'That railway would alone he 
benefitted by I ho enforcement of the 
regulation, and its gain would 
bo at the expense of tho busi- 
ness community In nearly ovory 
parL of tho Island. Neither the British 
Columbia Board of Trade nor the 
Colonist hits mado any misstatement 
in this matter, and (lie News-Advertiser 
pays the Minister of Customs a very 
poor complimont indeed when It says 
"that it was through incorrect informa- 



tion that tlit Minister woa induced to 
rescind the Order- in- Council. " Tho 
Minister was in a position when put 
upon the right truck, as lie wua no 
doubt by Col. Prior, to find out for 
himself in half an hour wiiethor or not 
the statements made by Victoria's re- 
presentatives wore correct, and it is a 
very strong reflection 011 his busiiiCHH 
capacity to assume that he was led 
astray by •what was said to him by Col 
Prior. 

The Nows-Ad vcrtiser very disingeu 
oualy states that tho action of the Gov- 
ernment was based "on the special re 
ipiest of the Victoria Hoard of Trade.' 
Our contemporary knows very well that 
the British Columbia Board of Trade 
never requested that there should be 
any interference with the business uf 
, tho .Sound boats. Nothing was further 
'from their intention than to ask for 
such a regulotion as was issued by thu 
Customs Department relative to the 
conveyance by sea of bonded goods. 
Unfortunately, the Department inter- 
preted their resolution to contain such 
a request, but as our contemporary very 
well knows, the Board no sooner heard 
o' what they regarded us a miscou 
struetion of their resolution than they 
hastened to set the Department right 
as to what they really did want.

Mr. (Jhudley jumped to the conclusion 
that I wroto that letter and then pro- 
ceeded to argue that although I was not 
a iiicmlier of Court Vancouver, still I 
as n member of Court Northern Light 
should be in some measure responsible. 
I did not answer that letter in any other 
way except that I chanced to meet Mr. 
Chudloy on|t he street one day when I took 
the trouble to explain to him that 
neither Court Northern Light or any or 
either of its members hud any more to 
do with the business or tho disposal of 
money of Court Vancouver than had the 
firin of Welch, RiUrot & Co. to do with 
that of H. Ward ■ fe Co., or of Thos. 
Earle. 1 told M r. Cliudley also at that 
time that I should be very pleased to 
see the money paid, and I believed that 
in time the money would be paid. 
Some time after, Mr, Cliudley, hearing 
the Foresters were going to have a fete, 
again approached mo on the subject, 
when I again told him that, personally, 
I had nothing to do with it, and could 
promise him nothing except Jiat I 
would do what I could to get the mem- 
bers of Court Vancouver to vote the 
money at a properly ccavened meeting, 
stating at the same time that it was 
probable thai a move would be made 
to devote tlie proceeds of the fete then 
approaching to Unit end. That was 
all I promised Mr. Cliudley, and 1 have 
reason to believe that the matter was 
under discussion in Court Vancouver as 
to whether or not tlie proceeds of tho 
fete should be devoted to fulfilling their 
promise to tlie Jubilee hospital commit- 
tee. 1 have since heard that the motion 
was negatived. 

I do not wisli in any way to discuss 
the validity of Mr, Chudley's claim 
ttguiust Court Vancouver, as it does not 
interest me in the least. One lias 
enough to do to keep his own doorstep 
clean without worrying about that of 
his neighbor. 

Jf Mr. Chudley wishes to test the 
validity of his case he can easily do so. 
Court Vancouver is a body corporate, 
and as such can be sued in the County 
Court.

Trustee Krsklno had no fault to Ibid with 
thu statement ot the lust concert Unit bud 
just been road by tho seerutarj, bus he 
I bought that the money should bo subject 
to the call of the Trustee Hoard. Simply as 
a matter of business bo wanted to see the 
balance so deposited at, the bank. 

Trustee Morrison— I move that the 
money bo placed to tho credit of the secre- 
tary, andtuken out of tho hands of Alias 
Cameron, or any other teacher. 

Trustee Heisterman strongly condemned 
school entertainments, at closing or other- 
wise, and hoped they would bo discon- 
tinued in future. They took up Iho time 
of teachers as well as pupils unnecessarily, 

and to no good use. 

The chairman was of the opinion that tho 
resolution, if il. passed, would meet with 
disfavor.
